In a continuous pressurising device having at least a pair of 
pressurising chambers with opposite openings and a pair of conveyor 
belts which continuously pressurise a material being conveyed between 
the pair of conveyor belts using pressurising fluid supplied to the 
pressurising chambers there are at least a pair of sealing belts which 
run between the conveyor belts and the openings of the pressurising 
chambers. Linear projections are provided on the edges of the sealing 
belts on the side facing the openings of the pressurising chambers, and 
a sealing fluid is supplied for sealing between the peripheral parts of 
the openings of the pressurising chambers and the sealing belts. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - Used, e.g. in the compression moulding of laminated 
thermoplastic sheets, reinforcement materials such as paper, cloth, 
etc. impregnated with thermosetting resin, etc.. The material to be 
pressurised will not be contaminated due to leaks of the sealing fluid 
from the pressurising chambers. 
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
